REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: over the prior 
art of record because the prior art does not teach or suggest an artificial firelog as 
presently claimed, especially wherein the a plurality of waxed corrugated cardboard 
segments have faces that are compressed circumferentially in relation to the central 
longitudinal axis of the firelog and that are also positioned radially outward in relation to 
the central longitudinal axis longitudinal. 

Reines (US 3,377,147) teaches a charcoal starting device made of corrugated 
cardboard. Wherein a single faced wax-impregnated fiber sheet having a series of 
corrugations makes up the device. Reines contains no teaching or suggestion 
regarding a plurality of wax corrugated cardboard segments in the claimed orientation.
